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U.S. CIVIL SERVICE CHIDED 


FOR POOR PROMOTION 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
for Affirmative Action (CAA) has 
informed a delegation from the 
U.S，Civil Service Commission 
and Office of Management and 
Budget officials that federal civil 
service equal employment Pro- 
grams have been unsuccessful. 


四 The delegation，sent here from 


Washington as part of the Carter 
administration's reorganization ef- 
forts，received CAAS comments 
and position paper at a meeting 
last Friday of federal employee 
groups， community organiza- 
tions，and federal personnel man- 
agers. 


The federal delegation was 
headedqd by Jule M，Sugarman， 
Vice-Chairman of the U.S$. Civil 
Service Commission. Sugarman 
served on the Carter_ transition 


”team before being asked to join 


the Commission last May， He is 
the second highest ranking policy 
official in the FEederal Covern- 
ment in matters pertaining to the 
employment utilization， Per- 
formance，and rights of some 2.8 
million federal civilian em- 
Ployees. 


CAA noted that although many 
Asians have chosen to pursue 
careers in the larger federal 
departments “ (Health， 了 duca- 
tion，andVWelfare;Postal Service; 
Veterans “Administration ; De- 
Partment of the Treasury，etc.)， 
they are still severely underrepres- 
ented 韦 the managerial ranks. 
CAA charged that continued dis- 
crimination and cultural stereo- 
typing on the part of the federal 
government are to blame， 


Some federal agencies use pro- 
motion systems which are aritithe- 
tical to _ equal opportunity， ac- 
cording to CAA. For example, the 
Army Corps of Engineers tises a 
management promotion system in 
which 
posted，selection criteria are not 
announced，and potential candi- 
dates are not considered _ unless 
recommended by their immediate 
Supervisors， The system severly 
limits the upward mobility of 
minorities and women and per- 
petuates white male dominance in 
the management of the Corps. 


The problems in smaller federal 
agencies， especially ”regulatory 
agencies such as the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board,Securities and 正 x- 
change Commission， Federal 
Communications Commission and 
National Labor Relations Board 
are even Worse， according to 
CAA. Asians there are Underrep- 
resented in all levels of employ- 
Inent.

CAA told the delegation that a 
major impediment to the reali- 
zation of equal opportunity is the 
federal discrimination complaint 
process itself，CAA complained 
that the process Places Primary 
responsibility for the investigation 
and resolution of discrimination 
complaints on Ppart-time， non- 
managerial 卫 下 O Counselors， 


Civil service regulations ”Pro- 
vide no sanctions against tederal 
employees who are determined to 
have engaged in discriminatory 
actions. CAA recommended that 
human relations training，repri- 
mand，suspension，and dismissal 
might be imposed on the offending 
employees in such situations， 


CAA asked the delegation，to 
recommend that President Carter 
rescind former President Ford's 
Executive Order 11935， which 
bans permanent resident aliens 
ffom the federal civil service. CAA 
stressed that neither the efficiency 
of the federal service nor the 
national interest is served by a 
wholesale discrimination against 
lawful aliens.

Itshard to say, but April definite- 
ly will bring to the Chinese com- 
munity the completed Phase II 
project of the Chinese Playground. 

After the hard work and dedica- 
tion of the Committee for Better 
Parks and Recreation in China- 
town，construction plans for a 
new tiny tot section，basketball 
court, and clubhouse has begun， 

-PURPOSE 

“The purpose of this project is to 
piovide a Place for tiny tot child- 
ren to play, and a clubhouse that 


_could be used to regulate activities 


for senior citizens， youths、 or 
whiatever programs the Park and 
Recreation Department decides to 
sponsor,” Doreen Der，the co- 
chairman of PhaseIIsaid. 
When the Chinese Playground 


”was originally remodeled in 1972， 


the Committee for Better Parks 
and Recreation in Chinatown 
wanted to add the new tiny tot 
section then, but due to the lack of 
funds，the _ reconstruction had to 
be done in phases. 

The struggle to gain Support of 
Phase II began in 1975，and not 
until recently were the plans for 
the park approved，and ample 
funds raised . 


COST 
“The development of the proj- 


ect will cost approximately 
$300,000，Much of the money 
came from the Office of Comm- 
unity Development，and various 
Private contributors, "Der added. 

The basketball court on Waver- 
ly Place has been torn down, and 
will be replaced by the new club- 
house. In order to make use of the 
condensed area，the new basket- 
ball court will be built on top of 
the clubhouse, 

On the other side of the play- 
ground，the old clubhouse was 
taken down to make room for the 
tiny tot play area，The new 
structure is very much like the one 
that was built during Phase I，bnut 
it s geared towards the capabilities 
of the younger children， There 
also will be a doll house for the 
children，and 'a rest area set aside 
for parents. 

PLANS 

Plans for the clubhouse were de- 
signed by Howard Altman，and 
the landscaping for the play area 
was done by David Gates，both 
members of the firm of Eckbo， 
Dean, Austin and Williams， 

The other co-chairman besides 
Der is Donna Yick 一 both are 
members of The _ Committee for 
Better Parks and Recreation in 
Chinatown who have played an 
active part in providing oppor- 
tunities for children since 1969. 


They meet every month on Tues-* 


day night at 
Cameron House. 

The committee will continue to

For a long time, racial discrimination Prevented Chinese 
Americans from participating fully in the political Process 
in this country。Many in our community further deluded 
Ourselves by saying“We Chinese take care of our own ”or 
something like“our future is in China.” These sentiments 
did nothing to help us participate in the nation's civil 
rights and other political movements. Traditionally, there 
are few Chinese Americans voters; and fewer elected officials. 

Last year，when the district election of city Supervisors 
passed, we thought that finally，Chinatown and other dis- 
tricts where there are large minority reslidents camn elect 
their own representatives， We together with many in Our 
community，are both sad and mad that somebody has 
initiated a repeal， We are further discouraged to hear that 
some segments of our community are actively calling for 
the repeal，They are saying ”don't play ward politics, the 
best representation is at-large representation.” 

How can anybody be so blind? Since when has a min- 
ority group ever had representation? With 10 percent of 
registered voters，the Chinese would need a miracle to 
elect one of their choice to the board. 


Since we, as a gouUp, lack representation, as a starter，wWe 
see nothing wrong with so-called “ward politics.” 

At this stage of the game，hopefully district election 
will provide us with a supervisors or two who would make 
an earnest effort to understand the.problems of our com- 
munity and to take some appropriate actions. 

We have seen enough of at-large representation. 上 or 
us at-large representation is no representation。Vote no on 
Proposition A next Tuesday， 


Proposition B would cut short the current term of the 
mayor，other elected officials，and most board members. 
We may or may not agree with many of the mayor's poli- 
cles. However，we firmly believe that an elected official 
should be given the chance to serve his or her term in fu]l. 
With this thought in mind，we urge a vote for democracy 
andaNo on Proposition 了 B.

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Chinese Folk Art Exhibit 
Moves to Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES 一 The first 
coOmprehensive exhibition of Chi- 
nese folk art ever organized will be 
on view August2 through October 
2 in the Far Eastern Art Caller- 
ies on the first level of the Ah- 
manson Callery atthe Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art， The ex- 
hibition features 157 objects made 
for simple Chinese domestic life 
from the early 15th to ther-early 
20th century 一 employing craft 
traditions transmitted orally from 
the beginning of Chinese civiliza- 
tion , 


SYMBOLIC 

The exhibition，organized by 
Professor Tseng Yu-Ho (Betty) 
Ecke of the University of Hawaii， 
is divided into two general cate- 
gories 一 utilitarian and syIm- 
bolic objects， Utilitarian pieces 
include bamboo constructions; 
basketry and woven objects; 
dyed, embroidered and appliqued 
textiles; wooden utensils; lac- 
duered leathers; objects fashioned 
from gourds; and pieces made of 
pewter, silver and other metals. In 
the exhbition catalog 下 cke points 
out that the dividing line between 
the two categories is often blurred. 
For  _ example， a polychromed 
woodblock print in the “symbolic” 
category, “Cat Holding a Mouse 
in Its Mouth，includes calligraph- 
ic figures from a Taoist cult that 
cast a Spell believed to prevent an 
invasion of mice 一 surely a ”util- 
itarian” purpose，Conversely，a 
humble wooden cake container is 
decorated with complex symbols 
for mirth and harmony. There are 
two bats on the objects handle; 
the'Chinese word for bat,“fu,”is 
a phenetic synonym for ”good 
fortune. 


INVENTIVE 

“The influence of generations of 
oral tradition did not hamper 
Chinese folk artists from exercising 
inventive enterprise,” Says 下 上 cke. 
Pieces on view include a wine pot 
that features the unlikely but 
highly effective combinatio,n of 
pewter，bamboo and jade. 
Another 18th-century pewter 
wine pot is completely sheathed in 
woven bamboo，carefully fitted 
even around its spout. There is a 
willow twig basket collared in 
birthwood; a silver hairpin in the 
shape of two hands; apair of em- 
broidered'stuffed silk eves made in 
tribute to an eye'goddess; a childq's 
Silver locket, believed to safeguard 
the wearer against being“stolen” 
by death; andq an undershirt made 
of hundreds of tiny bamboo tubes 
Strung together，worn Under a 
robe in summer to insulate the 
body against heat. Also included 
are Woven headrests，straw shoes， 
lacquered leather boxes，intricate 
Papercuts in brilliant colors and 
Tare paper funeral garments. 


POWEREFUL 
“In the exhibition catalog 下 cke 
notes that folk art should not 
be confused with Primitive art， 
which comes from a totally non- 
literate society，or with popular 
art，which is produced in a cal- 
culated， commercial way for 
tourists，Folk art represents the 
collective wisdom and experience 


of a People rather than the views

More Freedom 
to China's 
Intellectuals 


HONG KONG 一 The leader- 
ship in China admitting that the 
countrys intellectuals have been 
persecuted in the past，has prom- 
ised them more freedom in a 
major article published in Peking， 
according to Hsinhua News Agen- 
Cy. 

An article in the July issue of the 
Communist Partys ， theoretical 
journal，Red Flag，discussed the 
problems of Chinas 20 million 
intellectuals. The authoritative 
article bluntly admitted that the 
mistreatment of intellectuals 让 
the Past had brought about “a 
declining educational level” in the 
nation , 

“Unless _ this is reversed and 
intellectuals are encouraged，the 
ambitious _ economic ”programs 
outlined for the next 23 years 
cannot be fulfilled,”the article 
Said. These programs are aimed at 
elevating China to a more ad: 
vanced level by the end of the 
century 

Intellectuals have borne the 
brunt of attacks in Chinas con- 
tinuous political campaigns for the 
past 20 years or more- The article 
laid the blame for this on the 
purged "gang of four. 


“The “gang” had placed the 
intellectuals behind landlords， 
rich “peasants， counter-revolu- 
tionaries，bad elements，rightists， 
renegades， enemy agents and 
unrepentent capitalist-roaders and 
described them as“the notorious 
ninth category，said Red Flag.

Urges Fiscal Stability

recently, Herbert M. Sussman, the 
new chancellor of the San Fran- 
cisco College District will be keep-

The Bay Area is "the place to be 
in higher education, ”he says. He 
feels it is important to be in a new 
immigrantarea where “new blood 
gains access to American society.” 
His biggest task is “helping people 
(gain) economic liberation.” 

Part of Sussman's caution about 
the finances of the district stems 
from the San Francisco Unified 
School Districts intent to move 
into the adult education field. The 
new chancellor accused the school 
district of “reneging on an agree- 
ment made in 1970,”which rele- 
gated adult courses to the com- 
munity colleges. Sussman thinks 
the _ district can educate adults 
more efficiently amd that the tax- 
payers will be cheated by the 
duplication of services. 

The San Francisco school board 
voted last month to rescind the 
seven-year-old agreetment with the 
community college district，The 
SFEUSD could gain extra funding 
from the state by encroaching in 
adult education.

.ctions in one location (the center)， 


in order to obtain federal funding， 
Richardi said，The hospital ex- 
pects to get two million dollars in 
government guaranteed loans.

The hospital is now searching 
for the other $2 million it needs， 
either in government grants -Or 
community donations.

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THOUGHTFUL PHOTOCGRAPHY 
HIGHLICGHTS MACARTHUR FILM 


GREGORY PECK AS MACARIHUR 


By RICHARD SPRINCER 
One school of film criticism 
preaches that good cinemato- 
graphy does not draw attention to 
itself: While it is true that the 
dramatic unity of an episodic 
film can be undercut by intrusive 
，camera movement， there are 
movies that benefit from con- 
”spicuous camera styles. 

The hand-held camera in a 
documentary film like “Harlan 
County，U.S.A.”is both a nec- 
essary technique for hard-to-get 
shots and a useful method to 
convey a “newsy”effect. 

In“Walkabout,”filmed magni- 
ficently by director Nicholas Roeg 
in the Australian outback，the 
camerawork  _ becomes a self- 
conscious series of . Picture Post- 
cards enhancing the dreamjlike， 
utopian mood of the two lost 
children. Creg Toland， Orson 
Wellss。 photographer of “Citizen 
Kane,”uses dolly shots，long-dis- 
tance framing，high-contrast 
lighting， complicated tracking 
shots and imitation newsreel foot- 
age to piece together a biography 
of a Hearst-like yellow journalist. 

CAMERAVWORK 

JIn the soon-to-be released Mac- 
Arthur,” the camerawork is 
almost as varied as in “Citizen 
Kane”and serves similar purposes. 
In the battle scenes，a hand-held 
camera conveys realism. The 
documentary-like look is con- 
veyed by clever intercutting 
among real documentary footage， 
fake ” documentary scenes and 
dramatic restaging of historical 
incidents. 

Shot from a low angle，Mac- 
Arthur， played “perfectly ”by 
Gregory Peck in restrained style， 
acquires a larger-than-life image. 
Like Citizen Kane，MacArthur 
was a man who both manipulated 
and was made a cult figure by the 
media. The contrast between the 
warrior-hero and the media mani- 
pulator is perfectly conveyed by 
the camerawork，which jumps 
back from a low angle to a long 
shot showing MacArthurs PrIess 
agents and hangers-on manipu- 
lating his entrances and retreats. 

Cinematographer Mario Tosi 
shows his genius through his fault- 
less technique. When MacArthur 
is caged on the Philippines by the 
Japanese advance, the camera ap- 
proaches his battle headquarters 


Warily and the audience discovers 
him in a tiny room playing with 
his son; MacArthur is oblivious to 
the danger to his family and him- 
self， His isolation and his reluct- 
ance to leave the island，dqdespite a 
direct order from President Roose- 
velt is underlined by the ferret- 
like movements of the camera. 
UNDERLIT 

A night scene as MacArthur 
leaves the Philippines is Purpose- 
fully underlit to hide the emotion- 
al torment of MacArthur and the 
men he leaves behind，As the 
tough MacArthur struggles to hold 
back his emotions，the Scene js 
much more moving in the muted 
tones of the lighting. 

When MacArthur is reunited 
after the war with the men who 
surrendered to the Japanese on the 
Philippines，against MacArthurs 
orders， the camera correctly 
remiains concentrating on the face 
of General Wainwright as he 
struggles with his guilt over his 
surrender. Director Joseph 
Sargent deserves equal credit with 
Tosi for the thoughtful way each 
Scene js photographed. It is so 
obvious that there is an intelli- 
gence dictating the camera Place- 
ment in each scene， Sargent is 
a much-underrated director who 
was Tesponsible for some of the 
best TV movies including “Tribes” 
and the“Marcus NelsonMurders,” 
the pilot of “ 玫 ojak.” 

EMPEROR 

When the Japanese emperor is 
brought .in to_ meet MacArthur， 
the camera maintains a Position in 
deference behindqd the Japanese 
leader, like a person afraid to look 
the emperor in the face.MacAr- 
thur was aware that the emperor 
was considered a god to the people 
of Japan. But when MacArthur 
confronts the emperor with some 
of the basic facts，the camera 
rudely swings in for a direct shot 
of the emperors face. It is a shock 
for the audqience and it conveys the 
emperors new status during the 
American occupation. In one 
camera movement， Tosi has 
conveyed the changing reajities of 
post-war Japan.， 

It is with the ER Scenes 
involving Truman，Roosevelt and
